We just 
did not have enough people to cover the agencies 
which m st be serviceed in the event of a really 
major disaster--such as a very large earthquake.

One outstanding feature of 
this S.E.T. was that two aircraft from the 
Civil Air Patrol took part. Both CAP planes 
had ham operators aboard who communicated to 
ground stations on a 2 Meter simplex freq. 
Their mission in a major earthquake is quite 
Simple: aerial reconnaisance,,1.e., jto see 
what facilities are still operating and which 
have been seriously damaged or destroyed. This 
information is then radioed back to County OES 
and State OES.

As of 28 October 1982, the new WRAC allocation to the Amateur 
Radio Service was released, in part, for use by American Hams. 
The FCC announced that the present allocation is on a secondary 
--one of non-interference--basis with other services on those 
frequencies. And that a portion of the band was not yet avail- 
able because a federal service was still occupying that portion 
of the band. As of now the following conditions apply: 


Required License Class = General and above. 

Mode = Al and Fi” ONLY. 

Power Limit = 250eWatts 

Frequencies now avail. = 10.100 to 10.109 MHz.

A CABLE TV COMPANY HAS BEEN FINED $6,000 for its failure to clean up its 
leakage problem. The fine was levied against Sonic Cable TV which operates 


CATV systems in Arroyo Grande, Grover City and Pismo Beach, California. The 
action comes exactly a year and a day after Richard Helzer, WA6GVO began 
his campaign to rid the area of the leakage problem caused by Sonic's de- 
cision to place premium programming on cable channel "E" which falls in the 
2 meter band. Radiation from Sonic's operations had made it impossible for 
many Amateurs in that area to utilize a large portion of "two," and it was 
Helzer who organized the Amateur community in order to get rid of the prob- 
lem. It took letters, petitions and $2,000 of Helzer'’s own money spent on 
long distance telephone calls to get the required action, but after two in- 
spections this past year, the FCC determined that Sonic was indeed in vio-- 
lation of their rules regulating allowable cable radiation. The company was 
fined $2,000 for its failure to comply with government standards, and ina 
precedent-setting move, Sonic was fined an additional $4,000 for interfer- 
ing with Amateur Radio communications. At presstime it is unknown whether 
Sonic Cable TV intends to appeal this ruling. Steve Gordon, a Sonic spokes- 
man told WLR that neither his company nor its Washington representatives 
have yet been served with any documents. (please turn to page 4) 


According to Gordon, the only word they have heard thus far concerning 


the reported FCC action against them came from a local TV station's news 


department and our phone call. It should be noted that the Associated Press 
and other news services had this story as an official FCC release dated Oc- 
tober 6th, 1982. If Sonic fails to comply with Federal standards for CATV 
radiation, they can be fined repeatedly. Gordon said that the company did 
not have a public statement at this time, and asked us to call back ata 
later date. WLR will call back. - Tnx W6RCL, WA6GVO, etc.
